KING EMANUELE f

Naples, April 12 (AP)—Tired and 


bereft of empire, King Vittorio 
Emanuele ni proclaimed to his 
people and the world today that he 
would turn over the power of the 
throne to his six-foot son Umberto, 
39, the Prince of Piedmont, on the 
day that Allied troops enter Rome. 


The 
74-year-old 
monarch de- 


clared he would appoint "his son 
"lieutenant-general 
of the realm," 


would retire entirely from public 
affairs, and that his decision was 
"final and irrevocable." 


Thus Vittorio Emanuele, whose 


43-year reign is the longest since 
that of Queen Victoria of Britain, 
yielded provisionally to the *pres- 
sure of Italian liberal leaders who 
have refused to form a demo- 
cratic government in Italy while 
he remained on the throne. 


"The day will comei" said the 


king, who Benito Mussolini so long 
eclipsed, "when our deep wounds 
will be healed and we shall take 
once more our place as a free peo- 
ple among free nations." , ' 


PRINCE UMBERTO 


The announcement came a day 


after representatives of the Allied 
governments had closed a two-day 
conference in a southern Italian 
town where the king has a villa. 
(The fact that the king's statement 
so closely followed the allied rep- 
resentatives' conference suggested 
that Vittorio Emanuele took his 
action with Allied approval.) 


An official spokesman at the seat 


of the 
government of Marshal 


Pietro Badoglio said 
the king's 


statement, which was broadcast to 
the Italian people early this aft- 
ernoon, was "a 
spontaneous 
an- 


nouncement by his majesty" who 
"decided to make the statement at 
this time in order to eliminate any 
obstacle that might still exist in 
the efforts 
by 
various political 


parties to reach full cooperation 
with the Italian government. 


"The king's statement_js_directed 


to all parties without "exception in 
behalf of the effort of the entire 
nation to achieve 
true 
national 


unity."

Navy Asks $32,647,134,336 


"To Win War On Seven Seas" 


By WILLIAM F. ARBOGAST 
Washington, April 12 (AP)—The 


largest Naval appropriation bill in 
American history went to the House 
floor today to help the world's great- 
est fleet win the war on the seven 
seas. 


It carried $32,647,134,336 for Naval 


activities during the twelve months 
starting next July 1, a figure which, 
if approved by Congress, will boost 
to approximately $350,000,000,000 the 
obligations voted for the total war 
effort since July 1, 1940. 


81,000 Vessels, 20,000 Planes 


The program which the new funds 


will help finance contemplates the 
use of 6,623 self-propelled vessels, 
74^25 
non-self-propelled 
vessels 


19,035 Naval planes exclusive of 
thousands of training planes, and 
3,657,467 sailors, Marines and Coast 
Guardsmen. 


"Whatever the cost, we know the 


Japanese well enough to realize that 
we cannot regard victory in the 
Pacific as anything short of the de- 
struction of the Japanese "Empire," 
the Appropriations committee had 
been told by Admiral Ernest J. King, 


commander-in-chief of the United 
States fleet. 


"To accomplish that destruction 


we must deliver the heaviest attacks 
of which we are capable, as soon 
and as often as possible, where it 
will hurt the most. 


"This will require every ship, every 


landing craft, every airplane, and 
every piece of material—and the 
trained personnel to man them— 
that can be made available." 


"It is no secret that Toyko is the 


ultimate objective of all these opera- 
tions." 


The job of getting there, he added, 


will not be "easy." 


"The casualties that are going to 


have to be taken into the hospitals 
are going to increase and probably 
increase very markedly in the next 
six months, and they will stay at a 
high rate," he said. 


Despite predictions of many ex- 


perts that the European war may 
end this year. Vice Admiral F. J. 
Home, second in command to Ad- 
miral King, told the committee he 
expects Germany still will be In the 
fight when 1944 ends.

he was back where he started 
from, a matured high school boy 
in Philadelphia.

"Dick" Bircher did not float 
along on his laurels.

"Dick" Bircher decided to study 
refrigeration 
engineering. He 


got more than a smattering of 
that science and then entered 
Temple university night school 
where he completed his educa- 
tion in commercial law and busi- 
ness administration. 
He then 


entered the refrigeration busi- 
ness and his flare for organiza- 
tion and business acumen soon 
moved him to the front in that 
effort. 


However, back in his mind he 


nursed a hankering to delve into 
aviation. He had seen several 
dog-fights over the trenches in 
France and he marveled at the 
pilots who piloted those "crates." 
In 1928 he started his flying 
career and in 1933 entered the 
commercial aviation field, found- 
ing the Boulevard Airport.

For three years he devoted 


most of his time to exhibition 
flying, acrobatics that thrilled 
crowds throughout the east. He 
soared far and wide. Soon he 
conceived of a gigantic flying 
force for this country, with 
thousands of fully trained pilots, 
flying modern ships at 
tre- 


mendous speeds. 


His 
experience 
and 
back- 


ground qualified him as an in- 
structor in acrobatic flying and 
he started instructing civilians 
in 
the art of flying. Boule- 


vard 
Airport became widely 


known and young fliers were re- 
ceiving valuable instruction that 
soon would serve them in good 
stead. 


Then came Pearl Harbor, fol- 


lowed by an Army order ban- 
ning 
commercial flying and 


civilian instruction over a wide 
area along the Atlantic sea- 
board.

Undaunted and still firm in 


his belief that the Army would 
need thousands of pilots, "Dick" 
Bircher closed his school and 
scoured Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land for a new and suitable site. 
After more than three months 
of searching he finally selected 
Gettysburg as .the ideal area for 
training young Americans in the 
art Of flying. He purchased a 
large farm on the. Mummasburg 
road, cleared a few minor haz- 
ards, erected a hangar and ma- 
chine shop and set up in busi- 
ness again under the Civilian 
Pilot Training program.

London, April 12 (AP)—Twin Russian armies have 


smashed through shattered German defenses in the Crimean 
peninsula and are advancing toward the great Naval base of 
Sevastopol, Moscow advices said .today, while other Red 
Army troops have fought their way into Tiraspol, Dnestr 
river port and rail junction 60 miles north .of Ovidiopol, bot- 
tleneck for the fleeing Odessa garrison. 


With but one exception Soviet arms were victorious all 


along the 500-mile long front extending from the Crimea 
to the old Czech frontier, a Russian communique declared. 
This was in the area just west of Skala above the middle 
Dnestr, where a German relief force cracked a Russian cor- 
don previously thrown around the remnants of 15 Nazi 
divisions trapped in that area. 


Strike at'Central Romania 


The German thrust was achieved only at the cost of many 


men and tanks, the Moscow bulletin said. It acknowledged 
that the Nazis had captured the town of Buczacz (Buchach), 
midway between Skala and encircled Tarnopol, 80 miles to 
the northwest. 


Marshal Ivan S. • Konev's second Ukrainian Army, mean- 


while, was reported to have struck hard at Axis forces in 
central Romania, storming 'the' 'important' rail junction" of 
Pascani, 55 miles west of the Prut river, and Cristesti, eight 
miles beyond. Pascani, one hundred and fifty-five • miles 
northeast of the rich Plesti oilfields, surrendered only after 
3,000 German and Romanian troops were slain, the Russians 
said. Near lasi, fierce Axis counter attacks were repulsed, 
the bulletin added, and several towns captured. 


100 Towns are Liberated 


Gen. Rodion Y. Malinovsky, whose troops were battling 


in the streets of Tiraspol, the last Dnestr crossing still open 
to the Germans aside from Ovidiopal, sent other, forces in a 
dash toward Chisinau, capital of Bessarabia. This column 
liberated more than 100 towns and villages, while troops 
from Konev's Army, coming down from the north, seized 30 
more localities as they closed in on the capital, Moscow said. 


Konev's spectacular advance into Romania—his troops 


were reported already ascending^ the Carpathian foothills- 
has caused the Axis high command "to shift its Romania- 
German military headquarters from half-encircled lasi to 
Bucharest, front dispatches said. 


Allies Repulse Nazis Above Cassino

Allied Headquarters, Naples, April 12 '(AP)—The Germans launched a 


small attack against Allied troops defending the hills north of Cassino 
yesterday and stepped up the tempo of their shelling and mortaring of 
Castle hill just behind the rubbled town, but the attack was thrown back 
hard and Allied guns answered the barrage with sharp fire of their own, 
headquarters announced today. 


Castle hill, overlooking almost all of Cassino, has been a sharp thorn 


in the side of the Germans and they have tried repeatedly to take it. 
The Castle itself is but a pile of rocks from months of shelling, first by 
the Allies arid then by the Nazis. 


Repulse Beachhead Advances 


German shelling of the area south of Cassino 'was on a reduced scale 


and normal patrolling activity was resumed there as on all sectors of 
the Italian front. Small enemy patrols and working parties were ob- 
served at various points in the Garigliano area and a number of German 
trucks were seen moving southwestwardly. 


On the Anzio beachhead, a small enemy party attempted a minor 


thrust three miles southwest of Carroceto and two other parties tried to 
cross the Moletta river near the coast, but- all these thrusts were repulsed. 
The Nazis attempting to cross the Moletta were brought under heavy 
mortar fire and suffered casualties. 


Germans guns continued to shell the rear and port areas of the 


beachhead and 12 planes made what was described as an ineffectual raid 
on the port. One was downed. 
Allies Pound Anti-Invasion Lines 


London. April 12 (AP)—RAF heavy bombers smashed at Aachen.'Han- 


nover and other objectives in western Germany last night in continuation 
of the Allied campaign to wreck havoc on Nazi anti-invasion supply lines, 
and waves of daylight raiders roared over the continent this forenoon 
to carry the mammoth onslaught into its fifth straight day. 


British airmen, following up yesterday's great assaults on Germany 


by a fleet of nearly 2.000 American heavy bombers and fighters which 
fought some of the fiercest sky battles of the war, braved bright moon- 
light in returning to the Reich for the first time since the March 30 
Nurnberg raid cost a record of 94 bombers. Last night's attack on 
multiple targets, however, was carried out with a loss of nine planes. 


Bombing Is Well Concentrated 


The Air Ministry described the blow at Aachen, vital rail link between 


Germany, Belgium and northern France, as heavy and said the bombing 
was well concentrated. 


Indicating that Allied aircraft might be striking at the Reich today 


from bases in both Britain and Italy, the German radio said at noon 
that enemy bomber formations were approaching southeast Germany 
and added that planes also had been sighted over southern Germany. 


Fresh waves of Allied planes, meanwhile, were seen winging their way 


across the English channel toward Europe in mid-morning.

In 
this connection it's interesting to 
note Berlin's announcement that 
Franz von Papen, German Ambas- 
sador to Turkey, has arrived-at Is- 
tanbul and will stage "a very great 
reception" in the next few days. 
Von Papen is one of the world's- 
most dangerous schemers. 


We shouldn't jump to the con- 


clusion from the above that Turkey 
is swinging into the German camp. 
What it may mean — not only as 
regards Turkey but some other neu- 
trals — is that they fail to recognize 
that the world is entering a new 
epoch in which neutrals no longer 
will have a place. Our globe has so 
shrunk under the white heat of 
military science that the time ha;

Or, if that's debatable ground, we 


can stick to Mr. Hull's language in
